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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed March 07, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The Amendment submitted by Applicant does not overcome the 
rejection made by Examiner in the last Office action. 

Claims 2-4, 6, 13-18 and 21-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over EP 0402269. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
9415368 or SATO or VAN HUTTEN. 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons as stated in the last Office action and for the 
following reasons: 

Applicant argues that the EP 0402269 reference does not teach or suggest the claimed 
formulae with the claimed NAMW or WAMW or conductivity. 

Note that the EP 0402269 clearly discloses the formulae la on page 5 which is read on 
the broad claim 2. 

WO 9415368 discloses block copolymer of polythiophenes and derivatives (see claims 
10-20; figure 7, examples--) 

SATO discloses the preparation of long alkyl-substituted oligothiophenes in formulae 1- 
4. 

Note that claims 2-4, 6, 13-18, 21-27 are the claimed composition in that limitations from 
the specification or remarks as to how the polythiophenes are produced are not read 
into the claims. The claims as presented are included within the broad teachings of the 
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references since the requirements for the claims is specific formulae and nothing more 
than that. 

Applicant has presented no factual evidence to show why the polythiophenes of the 
references would not in fact have the claimed properties. The fact that the references do 
not disclose said properties is not viewed as a basis to infer that the properties are not 
possessed by the polythiophenes of the references. Therefore, since the references 
disclose all of the requirements of the claimed composition, then the claimed NAMW or 
WAMW or conductivity must be considered inherent in the prior art. 
Note also that claims 28-32 are the claimed process. 

Note that the EP 0402269 disclose the use of a ferric chloride in an organic solvent 
such as benzene to form the claimed polythiophenes, as required in claim 28, in 
Example 1 . 

Further, claimed process 29 which is depend on claim 28 but it is inconsistent with claim 
28 about the catalyst and the mechanism. 

However, the EP 0402269 reference does disclose similar steps of the processes to 
form the same products, then one can replace by another.
